souri, and  especially  in  St.  Louis,  in  the  earliest  days  of  the  war, 
which  people  have  now  almost  forgotten.  If  St.  Louis  had  been 
captured  by  the  rebels  it  would  have  made  a  vast  difference  in 
our  war.  It  would  have  been  a  terrible  task  to  recapture  St. 
Louis  —  one  of  the  most  difficult  that  could  have  been  given  to 
any  military  man.  Instead  of  a  campaign  before  Vicksburg  it 
would  have  been  a  campaign  before  St.  Louis.  Then  its  re- 
sources  would  have  been  of  material  value  to  the  rebels. 
They  had  arranged  for  its  capture  to  hold  it  as  a  military  post, 
and  had  even  gone  so  far  as  to  arrange  about  the  division 
of  the  Union  property.  We  owe  the  safety  of  St.  Louis 
to  Frank  Blair  and  General  Lyon  —  mainly  to  Blair.  That  one 
Service  alone  ejititles  Blair  s  me/nory  to  t/ie  lasting  respect  of  all 
Union  men.  The  rebels,  under  pretext  of  having  a  camp  of  in- 
struction,  sent  their  militia  regiments  into  a  camp  called  Camp 
Jackson...  At  this  very  time  the  rebel  flag  was  hanging  out  from 
recruiting  stations,  and  companies  were  enroUed  for  the  South... 
It  was  necessary  to  strike  a  decisive  blow,  and  this  Blair  resolv- 
ed  to  do.  There  were  some  regulär  troops  there  under  the 
command  of  Lyon.  Blair  called  out  his  German  regiments,  put 
himself  under  the  command  of  Lyon,  went  to  the  camp,  threat- 
ened  to  fire  if  it  did  not  surrender,  and  brought  the  whole  crowd 
in  as  prisoners.  That  was  the  end  of  any  rebel  camps  in  St. 
Louis  and  the  next  day  the  rebel  flags  all  came  down...  The 
breaking  up  of  Camp  Jackson  had  a  good  effect  and  a  bad  effect. 
It  offended  many  Union  democrats  who  saw  in  it  an  invasion  of 
State  rights...  It  was  used  as  a  means  of  exciting  discontent 
among  these  well-disposed  Citizens,  as  an  argument  that  the 
government  was  high-handed.  Then  the  fact  that  Germans  were 
used  to  coerce  Americans  —  free  Americans  in  their  own  camp, 


called  out  by  the  governor  of  the  State — gave  offence.  .  But  no 
really  loyal  man,  to  whom  the  Union  was  paramount,  ever  ques- 
tioned  the  act...  The  taking  of  the  camp  saved  St.  Louis  to  us, 
saved  our  side  a  long  and  terrible  siege,  and  was  one  of  the  best 
things  in  the  whole  war."

"  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  the  official  report  of  a 
skirmish  at  Rowlett's  Station,  south  of  Green  River,  Kentucky, 
on  the  lyth  of  December,  i86i,  between  a  portion  of  Colonel 
Willich's  Thirty-second  Regiment  of  Indiana  Volunteers(German) 
and  a  brigade  of  the  enemy  under  General  Hindman.  The  gal- 
lantry  displayed  by  the  Thirty-second  Indiana  on  the  occasion 
has  been  noticed  in  general  Orders  from  these  headquarters,  a 
copy  of  which  is  enclosed  for  file  with  this  letter  and  the  report. 
Colonel  Willich  was  at  the  time  on  other  duty,  and  the  troops 
engaged  were  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Colonel  von  Trebra, 
whose  skill  and  gallantry  on  the  field  merit  the  distinction  of  the 
brevet  rank  of  Colonel."

"The  general  commanding  takes  pleasure  in  bringing  to 
notice  the  gallant  conduct  of  a  portion  of  Colonel  Willich's  regi- 
ment,  Thirty-second  Indiana,  at  Rowlett's  Station,  in  front  of 
Munfordville,  on  the  lyth  inst. 

Four  companies  of  the  regiment,  under  Lieutenant  Colonel 
von  Trebra,  on  outpost  duty,  were  attacked  by  a  column  of  the 
enemy,  consisting  of  one  regiment  of  cavalry,  a  battery  of  artil- 
lery,  and  two  regiments  of  infantry.  They  defended  themselves 
until  re-inforced  by  other  companies  of  the  regiment,  and  the 
fight  was  continued  with  such  effect  that  the  enemy  at  length 
retreated  precipitately. 

The  attack  of  the  eneni}'  was  mainly  with  his  cavalry  and 
artillery.  Our  troops  fought  as  skirmishers,  rallying  rapidly 
into  Squares  when  charged  by  the  cavalry,  sometimes  even  defend- 
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ing    themselves    singly    and    killing    their     assailants     with     the 
bayonet. 

The  general  tenders  his  thanks  to  the  officers  and  soldiers 
of  the  regiment  for  their  gallant  and  efficient  conduct  on  this 
occasion.  He  commends  it  as  a  study  and  example  to  all  other 
troops  under  his  command,  and  enjoins  them  to  emulate  the  dis- 
cipline  and  Instruction  which  insure  such  results. 

The  name  of  "  Rowlett's  Station"  will  be  inscribed  on  the 
regimental  colors  of  the  Thirty-second  Indiana  Regiment.

Seeing  the  superior  number  of  the  enemy  and  their 
bearing  I  conchided  the  best  mode  of  settHng  the  contest  was  to 
Order  the  Ninth  Ohio  to  charge  the  enemy's  position  with  the 
bayonet  and  turn  his  left  tiank.  The  order  was  given  the  regi- 
ment  to  empty  their  guns  and  fix  bayonets,this  done,it  was  order- 
ed  to  Charge.  Every  man  sprang  to  it  with  alacrity  and  vocifer- 
ous  cheering,  the  enemy  seemingly  prepared  to  resist  it,  bat 
before  the  regiment  reached  him  the  lines  began  to  give  way. 

This  broke  the  enemy's  flank  and  the  whole  line  gave  way 
in  great  confusion  and  the  whole  turned  into  a  perfect  rout.  "

proof  of  skill  and  courage,  worthy  the  heroes  of  Rowlett's  Sta- 
tion."

To  this  hour  I  have  been 
proud  to  command  the  brave  men  of  this  brigade  ;  but  I  am  sure 
that  unless  these  infamous  falsehiods  be  retracted  and  repara- 
tion  made,  their  good  will  and  soldierly  spirit  will  be  broken, 
and  I  shall  no  longer  be  at  the  head  of  the  same  brave  men 
whom  I  had  heretofore  the  honor  to  lead.  In  the  nanie  of  truth 
and  common  honesty,  in  the  name  of  the  good  canse  of  our 
country  I  ask,  therefore,  for  satisfaction.  If  our  superior  oiificers 
be  not  sufficiently  in  possession  of  the  facts,  I  demand  an  invest- 
igation  ;  if  they  are,  I  demand  that  the  miserable  penni-a-liners 
who  have  scandalized  the  division  be  excluded  by  a  public  order 
from  our  lines,  and  that  the  names  of  the  originators  of  these 
slanders  be  made  known  to  me  and  my  brigade,  that  they  may 
be  held  responsible  for  their  acts."

©amuel  %\  i-5ateö  fd)reibt  in  feinem  iBnd)e,  "The  Battle  of  Chan- 
cellorsville  "  :  "The  giving  way  of  the  Eleventh  Corps,  which 
was  the  crisis  of  the  battle,  has  been  a  subject  of  much  comment 
and  bitter  criticism.  It  is  quite  the  custom  in  writing  and  speak- 
ing  of  this  campaign  to  gÜbly  pronounce  its  failure  due  to  the 
yielding  of  this  corps,  and  the  yielding  of  this  corps  to  the 
cowardice  of  its  men.  But  such  a  view  is  void  of  just  discrimi- 
nation  and  conveys  an  Impression  utterly  at  variance  with  the 
facts..." 

"  That  corps,  as  it  there  stood  to  receive  the  attack  made 
upon  it,  was  in  the  attitude  of  a  pugilist  with  his  hands  pinion- 
ed,  when  about  to  encounter  an  antagonist  unbound  and  free  to 
act.  Could  any  equal  body  of  men  in  a  similar  Situation  have 
long  withstood  the  terrible  onset  coming  upon  it  like  an  aval- 
anche  precipitated  from  an  Alpine  height  ?..." 

"General  Howard  had  received  from  the  commander-in-chief 
an  explicit  order  early  in  the  day  directing  him  to  put  his  corps 
in  a  Position  to  meet  a  flank  al^ck.  His  division  Commanders 
urged  in  the  strengest  terms  the  changes  required ;  but  General 
Howard  refused  utterly  to  be  counceled  by  them.  Courier  after 
Courier  came  bringing  intelligence  that  the  enemy  was  massing 
on  his  flank,  but  still  he  refused  to  give  heed  to  the  portents  of 
an  attack.  To  General  Schimmelpfennig  who  was  eager  to  find 
out  what  was  going  on  in  his  front  he  gave  Orders  to  avoid  bring- 
ing on  an  engagement,  to  stop  reconnoitering,  and  take  the  Posi- 
tion assigned  him..." 

"  What  then  must  we  conclude  was  the  cause  of  the  rapid 
giving  way  of  the  Eleventh  Corps  and  thus  endangering  the  in- 
tegrity  of  the  whole  army?  Can  it  be  put  in  any  milder  form 
than  that  it  was  due  to  the  criminal  negligence  of  General 
Howard  in  not  carrying  out  the  orders  of  the  general-in-chief  ?"

"  When  the  onset  came  it  was  impossible  quickly  to  change 
front.  Schurz's  regiments  were  all  hemmed  in  between  the  rifle- 
pits  before  them  and  the  woods  in  their  rear.  Still  more  than 
half  the  regiments  in  this  division  appear  to  have  maintained 
their  credit,  and  the  testimony  would  tend  to  show  that  the  men 
burned  from  five  to  thirty  rounds  each.  They  were  telescoped. 
Their  defenses  were  rendered  useless.  The  enemy  was  on  both 
sides  of  and  perpendicular  to  them.  It  is  an  open  question 
whether  at  that  time  any  two  divisions  of  the  army  could  have 
changed  front  and  made  a  good  defense  under  these  circum- 
stances. "

"From  lo  A.  M.  when  Hooker's  order  was  received  to  6 
P.  M.  when  the  assault  came,  there  was  ample  time  for  Howard 
to  form  an  impregnable  line.  His  division  Commanders  did  not 
share  his  indifference.  General  Schurz  pointed  out  to  him  that 
his  flank  was  in  the  air,  but  he  seemed  perfectly  satisfied  with 
his  line  as  it  was,  and  not  at  all  desirous  of  changing  it  in  any 
particular. " 

"  It  is  always  convenient  to  have  a  scape-goat  in  case  of 
disaster,  and  the  German  dement  in  the  Eleventh  Corps  have 
been  fiercely  censured  and  their  name  become  a  by-word  for 
giving  way  on  this  occasion.  It  is  füll  time  justice  should  be 
done  by  calling  attention  to  the  position  of  that  corps.  I  assert 
that  when  a  force  is  not  deployed,  but  is  Struck  suddenly  and 
violently  on  its  flank,  resistance  is  iinpracticahlc.  Not  Napoleon's 
Old  Guard,  not  the  best  and  bravest  troops  that  ever  existed, 
could  hold  together  in  such  a  case,  for  the  first  men  assailed  are 
—  to  use  a  homely  but  expressive  word  —  driven   into  a  hiiddle  ; 
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and  a  huddle  cannot  fight,  for  it  has  no  front  and  no  Organization. 
Under  such  circumstances  the  men  have  but  a  choice  of  two 
evils,  either  to  stay  where  they  are  and  be  slaughtered,  without 
the  power  of  defending  themselves,  or  to  run,  and  the  only 
sensible  thing  for  them  to  do  is  to  run  and  to  rally  on  some  other 
Organization..." 

"The  disaster  resulted  from  Howard's  and  Devens'  utter 
disregard  and  inattention  under  warnings  that  came  in  from  the 
front  and  flank  all  through  the  day.  Horseman  after  horseman 
was  sent  to  headquarters  with  the  Information  that  the  enemy 
were  heavily  marching  along  our  front  and  proceeding  to  our 
right ;  and  last  of  all  an  officer  reported  the  rebels  massing  for 
attack.  Howard  scouted  the  report  and  insulted  the  informants, 
charging  them  with  telling  a  story  that  was  the  offspring  of  their 
imaginations  or  their  fears..." 

"  The  Germans  were  bitterly  denounced  for  this  catastrophe, 
I  think  very  unjustly,  for  in  the  first  place  less  than  one  half 
of  the  Eleventh  Corps  were  Germans,  and  in  the  second  place 
the  troops  that  did  form  line  and  temporarily  stop  Jackson's 
advance  were  Germans.  Principally  Colonel  Adolph  Busch- 
beck's  brigade  of  Steinwehr's  division  aided  by  a  few  regiments 
of  Schurz's  division  who  gave  a  volley  or  two.  Buschbeck 
held  a  plank  road  for  three  quarters  of  an  hour,  with  artillery  on 
the  right,  losing  one  third  of  his  force.  The  enemy  then  folded 
around  his  flanks  and  took  him  in  reverse,  when  further  resist- 
ance  became  hopeless  and  his  men  retreated  in  good  order  to 
the  rear  of  Sickles'  line  at  Hazel  Grove,  where  they  supported 
the  artillery  and  offered  to  lead  a  bayonet  charge,  if  the  o£ficial 
reports  are  to  be  believed.  Warren  says  he  (Buschbeck)  took 
Charge  of  some  batteries  of  the  Eleventh  Corps  and  formed  them 
in  line  across  the  Plank  Road  without  any  infantry  support 
whatever. " 

"In  reference  to  this  surprise  Couch  re^kinks  that  no  troops 
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could   have    stood   under   such    circumstances,  and   I  fully  agree 
with  him."

"  At  an  early  hour  on  Saturday  morning  (May  2)  a  German 
battery  of  12  pounder  guns  was  sent  to  me  and  placed  in  position 
with  Orders  to  hold  it  at  all  hazards.  When  the  heav}-  firing 
commenced  on  my  left  and  while  I  was  for  a  few  moments  absent 
from  the  right,  this  battery  was  withdrawn  from  its  position,  and 
in  the  most  cowardly  manner  fled,  with  the  horses  upon  a  run, 
in  the  direction  of  our  brigades  at  the  United  States  Ford.  I 
regret  I  do  not  know  the  Commander's  name,  that  he  might 
meet  the  reward  which  his  dastardly  and  treacherous  conduct 
deserves."

"While  the  attack  on  my  immediate  front  was  progressing 
well,  I  received  an  order  from  Major  General  Thomas  for  the 
withdrawal  of  the  entire  army;  Reynolds  first,  then  Palmer,  and 
I  was  to  follow  the  latter.  I  at  once  sent  a  staff  officer  to  General 
Thomas,  to  say  to  him  that  I  supposed  his  order  was  given 
based  upon  the  belief  that  all  was  quiet  on  my  front,  whereas  I 
was  fearfully  attacked,  though   I    feit  confident  of  being  able  to 
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hold  my  position,  yet  a  retreat  at  that  time  might  be  disastrous. 
Before  the  return  of  the  staff  officer  Reynolds  and  Palmer  coni- 
menced  the  movement,  followed  by  the  heavy  force  of  the  enemy, 
thus  exposing  my  right.  I  barely  had  time  to  send  word  to  my 
command  to  save  them  from  complete  destruction.  They,  how- 
ever,  withdrew  in  good  order.  By  having  Willich  in  reserve  he 
was  enabled  to  engage  the  enemy  in  four  different  directions 
and  by  his  prompt  movements  he  saved  the  troops  from  anni- 
hilation  and  capture. 

At  the  time  the  order  was  received  to  withdraw  he  was 
engaged  with  the  enemy  immediately  in  my  rear.  I  did  not  send 
him  the  order  to  withdraw,  believing  that  he  was  then  engaged 
with  General  Granger(?)  He  withdrew,  however,  in  fine  style, 
and  with  his  brigade  covered  the  retreat  of  the  army. 

To  each  of  my  brigade  Commanders  I  am  under  many 
obligations  for  their  good  and  gallant  conduct  and  their  valuable 
suggestions.  Brigadier-General  A.  Willich,  commanding  First 
Brigade,  was  always  in  the  right  place,  and  by  his  individual 
daring  rendered  the  country  great  Service.  This  gallant  old 
Veteran  deserves  proniotion,  and  I  hope  he  may  receive  it."

He  irame- 
diately  forniL'd  his  guard  in  line  of  battle  on  the  soutli  side  of 
the  river,  succeeded  in  crossing  all  his  train  in  safcty,  and  then 
charged  the  astonishcd  rebels  and  drove  them  in  confusion... "

Just  as  they  had 
filled  their  canteens  a  German  belonging  to  one  of  the  Western 
regiments  came  in,  and  seeing  what  was  going  on  said  : 

"  Halloo,  vat  you  gets  there  ?" 

On  being  told  he  ran  to  the  door  and  began  shouting  with 
all  his  might  : 

"Hans!   Heinrich!   Schnapps  !   Schnapps  !  " 

A  dozen  more  rushed  in,  in  great  excitement,  and  soon  had 
in  there  canteens  all  that  was  left  of  the  liquor.  One  of  the 
soldiers  who  had  first  found  the  prize,  thinking  to  have  a  little 
fun,  said  : 

"Boys,  you'd  better  look  out  ;  this  is  a  doctor's  shop,  and 
there  may  be  strychnine  in  that  brandy." 

The  Germans  paused  and  looked  at  each  other  with  a 
mournful  expression,  as  if  they  feared  it  might  be  true.  At  last 
one  of  them,  apparently  Struck  by  a  happy  thought,  said  :  — 

"Mein  Gott,  poys,  I  teils  you  vat  I  do  :  I  trinks  some, 
and  if  it  dont  kill  me,  den  you  trinks/' 

He  took  a  long  and  hearty  pull  at  his  canteen,  smacked  his 
lips,  and  said,  with  a  wink  of  the  eye  :  — 
"  All  right,  poys,  go  ahead  !  "
